Thus were handed down 
the Edda Sagas which told of the Vikings 
settling on the bleak shores of Iceland, 
of their bickerings, their blood feuds, 
their incredible voyages into the Arctic 
and westward to Greenland 

Even tiday the story-teller amongst 
Arab people, through such cradles of 
civilization as early Egypt, Mesopétamia, 
the basins of the Tigris and Euphrates, 
the peninsula of India and across the 
vast plateau of Tibet and over the whole

Racing Commission a day before the race because’ he would be

EW APPOINTMENTS WITHIN 
he -gift.of the Federal Govern- 
ment are as important as the chair- 
manship of the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation. ee 
It will be difficult indeed for the 
Government to find an adequate suc- 
cessor to Mr. Davidson Dunton, whi 
has managed the CBC so long and so 
ably and who -has now become presi- 
dent of Carleton University. 

But for the highest national 
reasons it is essential: that a man 
of Mr. Dunton’s stature shall be 
found to guide what is probably the 
most powerful agency of communica- 
tion in Canada. 

Hence the public will expect the 
Government to be guided in this ap- 
pointment by much more than par, 
tisan considerations. The CBC chair- 
manship is far too big to be offered 
as a political reward. Already some 
appointments to the judiciary have 
been based mainly on those consider- 
ations but We trust they will not af- 

’ fect the CBC. 

Above all, it is necessary to ap- 
point a chairman strong enough to 
resist all political pressures, as Mr. 
Dunton resisted them. 

The CBC is a corporation inde- 


pendent in law and also actual 
fact. On a few occasions pOliticians 
have attem to bring res to— 


bear on broadcasting policy, but in 
every case they regretted it. 


When Mr. Diefenbaker, in a, 
thoughtless moment, recently seemed | 
to be warning a CBC interviewer not 
to. ask a certain question of the 
British prime minister he was in- 
stantly attacked in Parliament, tried 
to explain the incident away and is 
not likely to repeat it. 

Political fingers that’ touch the 
national broadcasting institution. in- 
variably are burned, 

The CBC's. independence and 
political impartiality have been safe 
under the protection ef Mr. Dunton 
and his assistants.They might not 
be safe under mén of a weaker sort. 

No goverhment would risk any 
overt intefference with the CBC but 
the danger of secret influence, a 
quiet, cosy understanding - between 
the East Block and th¢ broadcasting 
headquarters, must always be a real 
danger in the nature of a publicly- 
owned radio and television -system. 

So great isthe impact of these | 
channels of communication, so wide 
their reach throughout the nation, 
that any government controlling 
them, publicly or secretly, would be 
in a position to manipulate the pub- 
lic mind largely for its own purposes. 

The Diefenbaker Government, we 
may be sure, has no such intention. 
It can best demonstrate both its good 
faith and good judgment by appoint- 
ing in Mr. Dunton's place a man who | 
enjoys.,the fullest confidence of the | 
Canadian people.

TORY-TELLING is probably one of 
the oldest of the arts, for indeed it 
is an art and has held an honored place 
in all civilizations and, ina more primi- 
tive form, amongst savage people. I 
dare say that soon after man had made 
the stupendous step of 
learning how to convey 
his thoughts to other 
men by speech the first 
story-teller squatted 
near some likely place 
of barter and began to 
weave the magic fabric 
of man-created word 
pictures. 

In earlier days my 
forebears were largely 
gifted in the art of 
story-telling, as were all northern people 
who must live through isolation of 
long, cold and dark My father 


| has told of how the head of the house 


would either read from a book at the one 
light that an Icelandic farmstead could 
afford, or recite the stories of the great 
heroes of the past while the womenfolk 
carded wool, spun or wove stuff from 
which all the clothing was made. 

Thus was the history of such people 
preserved and handed down from genera- 


tion to generation with an astonishing 
fidelity to fact. Thus were handed down 
the Edda Sagas which told of the Vikings 
settling on the bleak shores of Iceland, 
of their bickerings, their blood feuds, 
their incredible voyages inte, the Arctic 
and westward to Greenland. 

Even today the story-teller amongst 
Arab people, through such cradles of 
civilization as éarly Egypt, Mesopotamia, 
the basins of the Tigris and Euphrates, 
the peninsula of India and across the 
vast plateau of Tibet and over the whole 
huge bulk of China. is an almost vital 
part of community life. 

There is no substitute for the well-told 
tale and millions of hungry men will 
snatch a half-hour from the endless pre- 
occupation of searching for food to squat 
on his’ heels before the storyteller to 
listen enthralled to tales which he knows 
so well that each inflection, each modu- 
lation of voice can be anticipated with a 
simple and earthy pleasure, so that for 
a short. while at least the gnawing 
hunger of his belly is assuaged. 

Now into my life when I was about 
twelve there came a remarkable family 
which migrated from the north central 
plain of the United States in search of 
a more pioneering life.
